1 . Respondent Tommy Chad Thompson is assessed a civil penalty of $6^GrOO, 

2. Respondent Tommy Chad Thompson Is disqualified for an uninterrupted period of 
six months from showing, exhibiting, or entering any horse, directly or indirectly through any agent, 
employee, or other device, and from judging, managing or otherwise participating in any horse show, 
horse exhibition, or horse sale or auction. For the purposes of this Order, "participating" means 
engaging in any activity beyond that of a spectator and includes, without limitation, transporting or 
arranging for the transportation of horses to or from any horse show, horse exhibition, or horse sale 
or auction, personally giving instructions to exhibitors, and being present In the waim-up or 
inspection areas, or in any area where spectators are not allowed. If Respondent has not payed the 
civil penalty under paragraph 1 of this section by the end of the initial six month disquallflcation, 
his disqualification shall continue until he is in compliance. Jurisdiction is retained for the limited 
purpose of enforcement of this paragraph. 

This order shall have the same effect as if entered after a fUll hearing and shall become 
effective on February 21, 2012.
